Hardwoods make better fuels 
because they burn more slowly.

Dry the wood before using 
because moisture affects the fuel 
value of the wood. 

PREPARE FOR SPRING GARDEN 

Late fall and early winter are 
good times for you to prepare part of 
the soil for next year’s garden. 

Spring planting of cool-season 
vegetables is often delayed by cool, 
wet weather. Preparing part of the 
garden soil ahead of time helps 
prevent planting delays next year, 
The yields and quality of some 
cool-season vegetables decrease 


periods of hot weather. 

Prepare soil for cool-season crops 
by turning it and forming ridges 
eight to 10 inches high after 
temperatures cool off, These ridges 
will warm up and dry out more 
quickly than level soil, so you can 
plant earlier. 

Remember to arrange the ridges 
to avoid erosion. If you have a 
severely sloping garden site, it might 
not be wise to prepare soil in the fall 

Don't apply fertilizer before 
preparing soil in the fall because 
much nitrogen could be lost. Instead, 
wait ‘until planting time next spring 
to apply fertilizer. 

Weeds shouldn't be a problem, 
since cold weather will prevent most 
growth before planting time next 
spring. 

MULCH PLANTS 

Mulching your landscape plants 

will help them withstand the winter. 


Mulch provides winter protection by 
conserving moisture And, it 
minimizes drastic changes in soil 
temperatures. 

Mulch all shrubbery and young 
trees with leaves and pine straw. 
However, don't use leaves from 
pecan, walnut or hickory trees, since 
these contain materials which may 
inhibit root growth ° 


As important as fertilizer is, be 
sure to use all of the help you can get 
in determining how much fertilizer to 
use. Go ahead and soil test now, 
LIME YOUR POND 

If you have trouble keeping a 
good, green algae bloom in your 
pond, even though you fertilize 
regularly, it could need lime. Liming 
an acid pond increases the efficiency 
of the fertilizer.

The National Safety Congress 
attracted nearly 250 farm delegates, 
representing 4-H and other youth 
groups from throughout the United 
States

exposed to (particulate, gas or 
vapor), concentration in the air, 
which type of respirator is effective 
under those conditions, and how to 
fit the respirator properly 
Inexpensive, disposable 
respirators are very effective against 
a variety of particulate hazards. 
Lightweight, maintenance-free gas 
and vapor respirators help provide 
protection against ammonia, 
pesticides and herbicides. Many are 
available from farm supply stores,

Dykes Adkison sent 25 soil 
samples to the laboratory, at Auburn 
recently. I got a copy of the reports 
this week and was pleased to learn 
that none of Adkison’s soil samples 
required any lime. It is obvious that 
he has done an excellent job in 
keeping his fields limed properly. It 
is a rare thing to have that kind of 
record, 

Adkison asked for 
recommendations for corn-peanut 
and corn-soybean rotations. On his 
corn land he will apply enough 
fertilizer to take care of peanuts or 
soybeans the following year. This is 
the most effective way to increase 
yields of peanuts, Apply the fertilizer 
and lime, if necessary, to 
preceeding crops. Top peanuts and 
soybean producers almost always 
use this technique

POPCORN 

These cold, winter nights, 
popcorn surely does taste good. But, 
does your popcorn pop like you want 
it to? Has your oldvbag of popcorn 
lost its pop? You can easily freshen 
it, 

Popcorn dries out when exposed 
to air. So, restore the lost moisture 
by sprinkling about one tablespoon 
of water per pound of kernels. Cover 
the corn tightly and shake several 
times during the next 24 to 36 hours. 
Then store the popcorn in an airtight 
container to keep the moisture in, 


DRIED FRUIT FACTS 

Dried fruits are high in iron, a 
mineral we need on a daily basis for 
rich, red blood. Dried fruits are low 
in sodium, so they are an excellent 
food choice for everyone who is try 
ing to control their salt intake. The 
only thing lost when fresh fruits are 
dried is the water. About 75 percent 
or more of the fruits’ moisture is 
removed so they maintain a long 
shelf life. Figs contain more fiber 
than any other fruit, fresh or dried 
The easiest way to chop dried fruits 
for certain recipes is to coat the 
cutting blade with vegetable oil 

Freeze raisins first before 
chopping them in a blender or food 
processor. Then chop one-quarter 
cup at a time. Figs, prunes, and 
dates can also be chopped or cut by 
occasionally dipping the cutting 
utensil in warm water. [f using a food 
processor, add a small portion of the 
flour called for in the recipe to the 
dried fruit to prevent sticking 

If your dried fruits have become 
too dry, steam them over boiling 
water for about five minutes

Geller, co-medical director of the 
Tuscaloosa-based center, said, By 
taking a few minutes » become 
aware ~ which tems can be 


problem. and taking the necessary 
precautions, Christmas can be safe 
and enjoyable 

Holly, Jerusalem Cherry and 
mistletoe are highly toxic plants. If 


any part vf these plants is 


swallowed, the Alabama _ Poison 
Center should be called imme- 
diately. Holly and mistletoe above 
doorways does not insure safety 
One or two berries which have fallen 
to the floor may cause illness or, in 
larger amounts, even death in 
children,’ Dr. Geller warned 


Dr. Geller explained that poin- 
settas are not as poisonous as 
Originally believed The plants are 
harmful only if ingested in large 
amounts He also warned about 
bubbling Christmas tree lights which 
contain a flud called methylene 
chloride, The fluid is harmful if it is 
ingested or inhaled. 

‘Although Yule logs burning in 
the fireplace are beautiful, they 
contain fire salts which produce their 

ylor flames,’’ Dr. John Fisher 
issociate medical director of the 
enter, said lf these salts are 
ingested, they can cause heavy metal 
poisoning,’ Dr. Fisher added

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This cold ‘‘Christmas weather’’ - 
one week before Christmas - amidst 
all the hustle and bustle of the 
holidays, let us not forget that they 
are ‘‘holy’’ days first and foremost ; 
and the true meaning and spirit of 
Christmas; and as one church sign 
states, ‘‘Keep Christ in Christmas’ 
and remember that it is His birthday 
we celebrate. 

We're visiting another ‘‘Very 
Special Person”’ at the Elba Nursing 
Home; but this week's VSP is a little 
different from our previous ones - as 
we are visiting a gentleman - Mr, Joe 
David Hodge - only the second 
gentleman we've written about. 

Mr. Hodge was born July 9, 
1907, in the Zoar/Newbia 
Community. His parents were 
Calvin and Ida Miller Hodge; they 
too were born and reared in the same 
community and Mr. Calvin was a 
farmer. 

Mr. Joe is from a large family: 12 
brothers and sisters, including five 
half-brothers and sisters.

gomery; Neoma (Mrs. Roy) Royals, 
who lived in Montgomery until her 
death; Curtis, who is married to 
Irene Tidwell, and they live in the 
Zoar/Newbia Community. 

His mother died and his father 
married Miss Arkie Johnson.

THE GREATEST PRAISE 
TO THE LORD 

The first and last words of Psalm 
03 are the same - ‘Bless the Lord, 
O my soul’ (see verses 1 and 22) 
That fact causes me to believe that 
the psalmist’s major emphasis in this 
ysalm was on personal (individual) 
Iraise 

The structure of Psalm 103 is 
interesting. Verses 1-5 contain the 
yersonal pronouns ‘“‘my’’, ‘‘me”™’ 
and ““‘thy”’. In verses the 
psalmist was talking to himself. He 
seems to have said to himself, ‘‘The 
Lord has been gvod to me. I should 
praise the Lord.’’ The psalmist did 
not use a plural pronoun in verses 


1-5 


these 


In verses 6-18 the psalmist called 
nation to join him = in 
praising God, Notice the references 
to ‘‘Moses’’ and ‘‘the children of 
Israel’’ in verse 7, Notice the plural 
pronouns ‘‘our’’, ‘‘them’’, ‘‘us"’ and 
“we'' in tnis section of the psalm. 
The emphasis on the’ covenant” and 
the ‘‘commandments”’ in verse 18 
also causes us to think of the nation 
In this section the psalmist 
seems to have been saying, ‘‘God 
has been good to my nation. Join me 
in praising him.’ 

In verses 19-22a the psalmist 
called upon all that were in the 
heavens and on earth (everyone and 
everything) to join him in praise to 
the Lord. The word “‘all’’ is used 
four times in these four verses, The 
psalmist did not want to miss anyone 
or anything in his invitations to 
praise the Lord. He called upon the 
‘angels’ (v. 20), ‘‘all ye his hosts”’ 
v.21), ‘‘ye ministers of his’’ (v.21), 
and ‘‘all his works in all places of his 
dominion" to join him in praise. He 
seems to have built to a peak of 
praise to God.

We must always be careful what we sing as we worship God, 
remembering that we are worshipping. Singing in worship is not for 
entertainment, but according to the command of God. Paul taught, 

Let the word of Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom; teaching and 
admonishing one another in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, 
singing with grace in your hearts to the Lord’’ (Col. 3:16). If we sing 
words that are unscriptural, or that we do not mean, our worship is 
Vain, 

The phrase, ‘‘Here | raise my Ebenezer”’ 
second verse of the familiar hymn, * 
This hymr 


is the beginning of the 
‘O Thou Fount of Every Blessing” 
written by Robert Robinson, stresses the joy of Christianity 
and the Christian's need to rely on the Lord, Robinson chose the 
phrase, ‘Here | raise my Ebenezer’’, from I Samuel 7:12. | Samuel, 
hapters 4 through 7, describe the battles between the Israelites and 
the Philistines. In an attempt to defeat the Philistines, the Israelites 
had taken the ark of the covenant into battle, as a sort of ‘‘good luck 
harm The Philistines captured the ark, which greatly distressed the 
Israelites, It also resulted in the Lord sending plagues upon the 
and toppling the Philistine idol Dagon. 

The Philistines finally sent the ark back, but they continued to fight 
ie Israelites. More battles were fought, with the great prophet 
Samuel serving as the last judge of Israel. Samuel offered sacrifices to 
God, and when the Philistines approached, God ‘thundered with a 
great thunder’’ (J Samuel 7:10). In the confusion that followed, the 
Philistines were soundly defeated. As a reminder of the Lord's care for 
the Israelites, Samuel took a large stone, and raised it as a memorial 
“between Mizpeh and Shen’’. As he raised the stone, Samuel gave it 
the name, ‘Ebenezer’, which means ‘“‘stone of help'’, and said 
‘Hitherto hath the. Lord helped us’’ (I Samuel 7:12). 

Thus, when we sing ‘‘Here I raise my Ebenezer’, we are quoting 

Samuel, who raised the Ebenezer stone to remind the Israelites of 
God's help for them in their time of trouble. The words fit well into the 
entiment expressed in the familiar hymn. ‘‘O Thou Fount of every 
blessing, tune my heart to sing Thy grace. Streams of mercy, never 
easing, call for songs of loudest praise. Teach me ever to adore Thee; 
may I still Thy goodness prove. While the hope of endless glory fills my 
heart with joy and love. Here I raise my Ebenezer: hither by thy help 
I've come :

THE POINSETTIA 

Holiday plants don't havé to be 
discarded once they have finished 
blooming. A few basic principles can 
bring the plants into bloom again. 
Although the quality of the bloom 
may not be up to the commercial 
standards, the hobbyist will enjoy 
the challenge 

The poinsettia, Euphorbia 
pulcherima, is a native of Mexico. It 
was originally used by the ancient 
Aztecs tor making dyes and for 
medicinal purposes, The poinsettia 
also represented purity to the Aztec 
people. The plant was introduced 
into the United States in 1825, and 
since has become oné of the most 
popular decorative plants for the 
Christmas-New Year holiday 

It'S not surprising that the 
poinsettia is so popular because it 
adds a fitting cheerfulness to the 
season The actual flowers of 
the poinsettia are small, but 
immediately below them are brightly 
colored leaf-like bracts. The bracts 
may be red, pink, white or even 
variegated, The most popular color, 
however, seems to be red 

A common misconception about 
the poinsettia ts that it is poisonous. 
Research from Ohio State University 
indicates that poinsettias contain no 
chemicals considered 
toxic. However, it is recommended 
that the be eaten. While

To maintain an attractive 
poinsettia plant, it must be placed in 
the right environment. It is difficult, 
if not impossible, for most people to 
duplicate the greenhouse environ- 
ment in the home. The high light 
intensity, humid air and cool nights 
produced in a greenhouse can only 
be approximated in the home 
Should be

where they will receive the 
maximum sunlight Avoid a drafty 
site which results in rapid 


temperature change and leat drop. 
Nights shoula be kept cooler than the 
day, A night temperature of 60-65 
degrees results in a higher quality 
plant and an extended bloom period 
Keep the soil moist but not soggy 
About two weeks after receiving the 
plant, feed it with a complete 
fertilizer Use a soluble fertilizer 
according to directions on the 
package every 10 to 14 days until the 
plant loses its bracts. Be sure to 
water thoroughly and allow water to 
drain through the pot 

If you follow these suggestions, 
you can enjoy your poinsettias for a 
longer period of time
